S.R.O. 211,—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Stenographer Grade-J (Gioup 
‘C Non-Gizitted Mi listcrial) posts in the Department of Defence Production and Supplies (Directorate 
General of Qual ty Assurance), namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement— 

(1) These rules may be called the Department of Defenec Production and Supplies, Diicctor Gencial of 
Quality Assurance Stenographer Grade-1 (Group ‘C’ Non-Gazetted Ministerial) posts Reciuilmtnt 
Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazelte. 

2 Number of posts, classification and scale of pay—The number of said posts, their classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule annexed to these Rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications, etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns (5) to (14) of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 
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(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be dig ble for appointment to any of the said posts. 

' ' ' ? 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the persona 
law appl cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there m other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person'from the operat on of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Wh re the Central.Governmcnt is of the opinion that it is neccssaiy or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order and for reasons lobe recorded in writing, relax any of ihe proisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of per.ons. 

6. Saving.—N.thing in these rules shall cjffect resmvat'ons, relaxation of age I'm t and ether ccuctssu ns 
required to be prev ded for the Scheduled Casstes, the Scheduled Tr bes, ExTservicemen and other special catcgoiies 
clpersons in accordance w th the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

S.R.O, 212,—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
159 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), and in supersession 
of the Naval Detention Quarters Rules, 1954, except as res¬ 
pects things done or omitted to be done before such super- 
session the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations for the governance, management and regulation 
of naval prisons and detention quarters, namely :■—■ 

CHAPTER 1 
PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title.—These regulations may he called tire Naval 
Prisons and Detention Quarters Regulations, 1996. 

2. They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires 

(a) "Act" means the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957) ; 

(b) “Appendix" means appendix to these regulations ; 

(c) “Form” means form appended to these legulations ; 

(d) “Naval Detention Quarters” means naval detention 
quarters set apart under Section 157 ; 

(e) “Section” means section, of the Act, 

CHAPTER TT 

COMMAND, CONTROL AND INSPECTION 

4. Control.—The Flag Officer Comanding-m-Chief, of the 
respective Naval Command ; 

(a) shall be responsible to the Chief of the Naval Staff 
for the internal administration of the Naval deten¬ 
tion quarters, and 

(b) shall inspect the naval detention quarters once in a 
year and submit a rnwl on Form DO 1 tr> the 
Chief of the Naval Staff for onward transmission 
to the Central Government. 

5. Command.—An officer of the rank of Captain-At-Arms 
appointed by the Chief of the Naval Staff shall command 
the naval detention quarters. 

6 . Duties of Comanding Officer of naval detention quar¬ 
ters.—The Commanding Officer of the naval detention quar¬ 
ters shall ; 

(a) conform strictly to the provisions of these regula¬ 
tions exercise a close and constant supervision of 
the naval detention quarters and ensure that the 
officers and staff observe these regulations, 

(b) ensure that the officers and staff of naval detention 
quarters maintain discipline, 

(c) inspect all persons undergoing detention at least 
once a day ; 

(d) as far as practicable, visit and inspect daily all parts 
of the naval detention quarters in which persons 
undergoing detention are working or training ; 

(e) periodically, pay surprise visit to the naval deten¬ 
tion quarters at night and record details of such visit 
in his journal ; 

(f) take every precaution to prevent the escape of persons 
undergoing detention and ensure that all members 
of staff are aware of their duties and responsibilities 
in this respect ; 

(g) at least once in a day, visit every person undergoing 
punishment or restraint and ensure that during the 
day every such person is visited by a member of 
staff at intervals of not more than 3 hours ; 


(h) ensure that the attention of the Medical Officer Is 
drawn, without delay, to any person undergoing 
detention who appears to require medical attention ; 

(j) act on the advice and recommendation of the Medical 
Officer regarding the physical or mental health of 
the person undergoing detention and take such 
necessary action as he deems fit ; 

(k) render statistical return annually to the Flag Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief concerned in Form DQ-2, 

7. Monthly Inspection.—The Flag Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief of the concerned Naval Command shall appoint the 
Chief of Staff or in his absence any other officer not below 
the rank of Captain to inspect the naval detention quarters 
every month, 

(2) The Chief of Staff or in his absence the officer appoint-, 
ed under sub-regulations (1) above shall : 

(a) visit the naval detention quarters at least once in 
every month and submit a report to the Flag Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief, and 

(b) see alii persons undergoing detention and hear any 
complaint or request which any of them may wish 
to make. 

8 . Appointment of Board of Visitors.—(1) The Flag Offi¬ 
cer Commanding-in-Chief of the concerned naval command 
shall appoint a Board of Visitors consisting of three members, 
one of whom at least shall be an officer of the rank of 
Captain and shall include a Medical Officer. 

(2) The Board of Visitors shall : 

(a) meet once in three months and shall inspect naval 
detention quarters and examine the record main¬ 
tained In accordance with these regulations ; 

(b) inspect |the food provided for the person undergoing 
detention and report to the Flag Officer Command¬ 
ing ta-Chief if any article of food Is not of good 
quality, 

(c) enquire info any misuse of power by the officer 
concerned in connection with the naval detention 
quarters that may come to their knowledge, and 
report to the Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chief, if 
in their opinion it is necessary fo do so ; 

(d) submit a report of each visit to the Flag Officer 
Commaijtdiug-in-Chief in Form DQ-3 ; 

9. Staff.—Every naval detention quarters shall consist of 
the following staff fo assist the Commanding Officer :— 

(a) The Executive Officer. 

(b) The Medical Officer. 

(c) The Education Officer, 

(d) Sailors. 

(e) Such other officers as may be appointed for duties 
in the naval detention quarters. 

10. Duties of Executive Officer.— The Executive Officer 
shall ; 

(a) assist the Commanding Officer In the performance 
of his duties ; 

(b) in the absence of the Commanding Officer for a 
period of 24 hours or more, shall officiate and 
exercise all the powers and perform all the duties! 
of the Commanding Officer ; 

(c) under the orders of the Commanding Officer, detail 
any person undergoing detention for drills and 
instruction every day ; 

Id) be responsible to the Commanding Officer for the 
efficient organisation and administration of the naval 
detention quarters ; 

(e) ensure that persona undergoing detention are dealt 
with firmly and fairly and the staff of the detention 
quarters maintain discipline at all times ; 
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ff) interview all new arrivals be for, they sir taken to 
the Commanding Officer ; 

(g) ensure that all registers and forms are maintained 
properly and that necessary returns are prepared 
and submitted in due time ; 

(h) interview the persons undergoing detention before 
they are released ; 

(j) investigate all offences committed against the disci¬ 
pline of the detention quarters and report them to 
the Commanding Officer ; 

(k) interview all visitors to persons undergoing deten¬ 
tion to ascertain their relationship with the person 
undergoing detention ; 

(l) promote useful employment and industrial training 
to the persons undergoing detention ; 

fm) take adequate precaution to ensure that proper 
safety measures arc taken to prevent anv escape 
of any person undergoing detention from the naval 
detention quarters ; and 

in) ensure adequate provision of fire prevention and 
fire fighting arrangements in ihe naval detention 1 
quarters building. 

11. Duties of other officers and members of the staff on 
luties Officers and members of the staff on duty shall : 

(a) ensure that they are fully acquainted v,ith the pro¬ 

visions of these regulations and that they carry out 
their duties in accordance with these regulations ; , 

(b) draw the attention of the Commanding Officer or 
the Executive Officer, to any person undergoing 
detention who is not in good health or who deserves 
special care or who desires to see the Commanding 
Officer or the Executive Officer or the Medical 
Officer as the case may be to explain his difficulties 

(c) watch the persons undergoing detention in their 
charge throughout the d a y and be vigilant to prevent 
any unauthorised communication between tf.cm and 
to preserve silence and decorum ; 

fd) guard against the clothes of others being left in 
placos accessible to persons undergoing detention 
and report immediately suspicious circumstances of 
any kind or the loitering of any unknown person 
in (be nnval detention quarters ; 

(e) take care that no ladders, planks, wbcel-bairov s, 
ropes, chains, implements or material of any kind, 
likely to facilitate escape, arc left in any place 
where the might he accessible to persons undergo¬ 
ing detention ; 

ff) take utmost care to prevent accidents bv fire, report 
immediately any apparent danger of such an 
accident, extenguish any unprotected fire before 
leaving it unattended, put off any unnecessary lights 
and not to carry any naked light v.ilhin the naval 
detention quarters ; 

fg) call attention to any defects in the drainage, venti¬ 
lation or sanitation of the naval detention quarters 
which may come to their notice ; 

fh) on being relieved from any particular dutv or on 
being transferred to another part of the naval deten¬ 
tion quarters, explain to their successors if there is 
anv special characteristic of the men in their charge 
and any direction received regarding any pniticular 
man ; 

(j) when entrusted with keys, keep them in their own 
possession and not leave them unattended or hand 
them over to any person on any pretext : 

fk) return all official keys in their possession to (he 
dutv person before leaving the naval detention 
quarters ; 

fl) when on night duty satisfy themselves, as to the 
COiTcctness of the number of persons undergoing 


detention in their charge and, that the rooms are 

'I'curclv locked tor the n'pht i 

(m) examine the state of the rooms, bedding, locks and 
bolts under their chmge, from time to time, and 
report thereon to the officer concerned as required ; 

(n) when on gale duty ; 

(it maintain the books for which they are responsible 
as per orders issued and present them for inspec¬ 
tion as directed : 

(ii) record details of every person passing through 
the gate of the naval detention quarters with the 
exception of the Commanding Officer ; and 

fiii") examine all articles brought in or taken out of 
the naval detention quarters and stop any person 
suspected of bringing in or attempting to bring 
in any prohibited articles or of carrying out or 
attempting to carry out any property intended to 
remain in the naval detention quarters ; 

to) not to use force against any person undergoing 
detention unless compelled to do so in self defence, 
or s'.ve.'U" or m-c improper language when addressing 
a person undergoing detention ; 

(p) not, by himself, enter a room in which a person 
undergoing detention is confined unless accompanied 
bv another member of the staff cr unlock between 
2000 hrs and 0600 hrs the room of such person 
except in case of sickness or other emergency ; and 

(q) take under his special observation any person under¬ 
going detention on the specific recommendation of 
the Medical Officer for mental ailment and inform 
immediately the Commanding Officer and take other 
appropriate action ; 

12 . Duties of Education Officer.—The Education Officer 
shall be responsible for the conduct of educational training 
•'"? directed by the Commanding Officer and shall also be 
responsible for maintenance of library and other educational 
and library activities tint may be conducted for the peisons 
undergoing detention. 

CHAPTER IV 

ADMISSION TO. REMOVAL AND RELEASE FROM 
NAVAL DETENTION QUARTERS 

13. Admission of persons undergoing detention to naval 
detention quarters : 

(1 ) The committal order shall be produced as the autho¬ 
rity for admission. 

(2) The committal order shall be carefully examined 
and any omission or irregularity shall be reported 
to the issuing authority. 

1 3) Pci sons undergoing detention who are medically 
unlit to carry out evert a modified routine in the, 
naval detention quarters shall not be committed to 
naval detention quarters. 

f4) persons undergoing detention suffciinc from conta- 
eeous diseases shall not bo committed to naval 
detention quarters unless they arc cured of the 
active symptoms. 

ff) All the persons undergoing detention committed to 
naval detention quarters shall be borne on the books 
of naval detention quarters during the teim of the 
sentence. 

f6) Except for the amount of bis clothing and other 
articles which a person undergoing detention is 
authorised to have in his possession", his equipment 
and everv other article or thin us which accompanies 
such person on admission (whether the same is his 
oun property nr not) shall be taken from him. 

(7) Clothing, rnninment and any other public service 
m-npertv shall be dealt with in accordance with these 
regulations and the remainder shall be retained by 
the Commanding Officer for safe custody 
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(R) A record' of the said property shall be kept and 
Hie r.aid record shall be signed by the person under 
going detention and by a rnember of the staff of 
naval detention quarters. 

19) The said property (other than perishable articlesl 
shall be returned to the person undei goinn detention 
on release and he is to acknowledge its return by 
signing a record that it has been delivered to him. 

(10) Money shall be kept in safe custody of the Com¬ 
manding Officer or deposited into au account opened 
in the name of (he delenue in a bank. 

('ll) At the discretion of the Commanding Officer ar.v 
property, which he holds in safe custody on behalf 
of the persons undergoing detention, may be deli¬ 
vered or sent to a relative or friend of the person a* 
state expenses. 

(12) The person undergoing detention shall be weighed 
and his weight to be recorded on admission and on 
Tclase from detention, 

(13) The person undergoing detention shall be searched 
in accordance with these regulations to ensure that 
he is not in po'mssion of any article or thing which 
he is not authorised to have in his possession. 

(14) A person shall be medicfdlv examined by a medical 
officer within 24 hours of bis admission (or within 
48 hours) in case of the person undergoing deten¬ 
tion who has been medically examined and cerli- 
lled as fit to undergo his sentence on Hie day of 
admission or the previous day, 

(15) Within 24 hours of admission the Commanding 
Officer or a rnember of the Naval Detention Quar¬ 
ter* siafT shall satisfy himself that the person undei- 
going detention has rend, or has been explained the 
rules governing his conduct trea'menf. employment 
and discipline and the manner in which he may 
bring complaints to the notice ol the Commnndina 
Officer, the Monthly Visitor and the Board of 
Visitors, in accordance with these regulations. 

14, Searching of persons in naval detention quarters.— 
Fvcry ‘‘eni'ch of a person shall take place only in (he presence 
of a Commanding Officer or at least two members of ttic 
naval detention quarters staff. 

15. Hospitalisation of persons undergoing detention.— 
Persons undergoing detention requiring hospitalisation may 
be sent to the hospital under the advice of the Medical Officer 
and in accordance, with the procedure laid down in regulation 
95 of (hr Maw (Disr’nlmc arid Medical Miscellaneous Pro¬ 
visions) Regulations, 1965. 

16 . Parole of perrons undergoing detention.- — 

0) The Commanding Officer of the naval deten¬ 
tion Quarters may recommend on extreme com¬ 
passionate Grounds release on parole, under clause 
(e) of sub-section (l) of section 163 of the Act, 
of the nersons undergo'na detent'on to the Cen¬ 
tral Government or the Chief of the Naval Staff. 

(2) The recommendation for temporary release 
on parole is to be made to the Annual Visitor, 
specifically indicating that the. conduct and work 
of the persons undergoing detent'on have been 
satisfactory during the period of the detention. 

(3) The duration of temporary release shall not 
exceed 10 days as a general rule. 

(4) In exceptional circumstances, however, a 
parole upto 15 days may be granted by the annual 
visitor. 
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(5) The period mentioned' in, sub-regulation 
(3) and (4) above shall not include travelling 
time, 

(6) Cases requiring the grant of parole for a 
period exceeding 15 days are to be referred to the 
Chief of the Naval Staff for orders. 

(7) When a person undergoing detention is 
released temporarily on parole, on order in Form 
DQ-04 shall be issued to him, 

(8) A person undergoing detention released on 
parole shall be granted leave as per existing rules, 
to cover the duration of temporary release and he 
w'JI also be entitled to the normal travel conces¬ 
sions, if due. 

(9) The period of parole shall not count as 
part of the sentence, as it is treated as leave. 

(10) The persan undergoing detention shall 
on return from temporary release, undergo the 
unexpired portion of sentence of detention, 

17. Report on Parole.—The Commanding Offi¬ 
cer shall report the temporary release on parole 
from and return to naval detention quarters of a 
pet-son undergoing detention to :— 

(i) the| Flag Officers Commanding-in-Chief 
conjcerned for onward transmission to 
the'Chief of the Naval Staff; 

(ii) the i Commedore Bureau of Sailors, 
Mumbai; 

(iii) the j Logistic Officer-in-Charge, Naval 
Pay Office, Mumbai; and 

(iv) the Controller of Defence Accounts 
(Navy), Mumbai. 

18. Review of sentence.—(1) The sentences in res¬ 
pect of all men under sentence in the naval deten¬ 
tion quarters are to be periodically reviewed by 
the Commanding Officer, detention quarters, 

(2) If during such review, the Commanding 
Officer forms an opinion in respect of any prisoner 
or person under sentence that maximum corrective 
effect has already been produced on the prisoner 
or person under sentence by the portion of, the 
sentence served and that the remainder of the 
sentence may be remitted, he shall report the case 
to the Annual Visitor (Flag Officer Commanding- 
in Chief concerned). 

(3) The Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chief 
concerned may, after due consideration recommend 
the case to the Chief of the Naval Staff, for remis¬ 
sion of the balance of the sentence, under the 
powers vested in the Chief of the Naval Staff under 
Section 163 of the Act. 
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iy. .Remission of sentence.—(1) Subject to the 
provisions of these regulations which provide for 
of authorise the torfeuure of such ehg.bility, a 
person undergoing detention in naval detention 
quarters whose sentence of detention, or the total 
of whose consecutive sentences of detention ex¬ 
ceeds 27 days may, by good conduct and industry, 
become eligible for remission to the extent of 1|6 
of the whole sentence, in accordance With these 
regulations provided that nothing in these regula¬ 
tions shall authorise the reduction of any such 
sentence of detention or the total of any consecu¬ 
tive sentences of detention to less than 24 days. 

(2) The Commanding Officer shall ensure that 
an accurate record is kept of the sentence of deten¬ 
tion in accordance with these regulations and of 
any remission marks forfeited in accordance with 
any of these regulations. 

. (3) The record of remission maintained in the 
detention quarters shall be inspected by the Board 
of Visitors. 

20. Restoration of eligibility for remission.— 
Eligibility for remission marks forfeited under any 
of these regulations may be restored by the orders 
of the Annual Visitor. 

21. Release from Naval Detention Quarters.— 
(1) No person undergo ; ng detention shall be rele¬ 
ased from detention quarters otherwise than :— 

fa) In accordance with an order made under 
Sections 154, 163 or 164 of the Act, or 

(b) On the expiration of the sentence, less 
any remission allowed in accordance 
with these regulations; provided that 
where the sentence expires as aforesaid 
on Sunday or Public Holiday, such 
person shall be released the previous 
day and the uncompleted day of his 
sentence shall both deemed to be remit¬ 
ted. 

(2) No person undergoing detention shall be 
deta : ned in the naval detention quarters after the 
sentence expires and such person may be released 
at any time after 1900 hrs on the day on which 
the sentence expires. 

(3) Ail the |iersons undergoing detention on 
release-from the Naval Detention Quarters shall 
be discharged to the drafting reserve (DR) of 
INS Angre or to any other ship for be ; ng returned 
to their ship y 0 an y other ^jp as expedient.

23. Use of Force,—(1) If it is necessary to use 
force, in the treatment of persons undergoing de¬ 
tention then w nimum force shall be used. 

(2) No punishment of any kind shall be award¬ 
ed to persons undergoing detention except as 
provided in the Act, Regulations for the Navy 
and these regulations, 

24. Authority to Punish.—The Captain DO 
shall exercise all the powers of the Commanding 
Officer under this Act. 

25. Offence against naval detent'on quarters 
discipline.—A person undergoing detention com¬ 
mits an offence against these regulations if he ; 

(a) d'sobeys any order of the Commanding 
Officer or any other officer, or member 
of the naval detention quarters staff; 

(b) fails to comply with any of these regu¬ 
lations; 

(c) treats with - disrespect any officer or 
member of naval detention quarters staff 
or any visitor or any person employed 
in connection with the naval detention 
quarters; 

(d) refuses to work, or is idle, careless or 
negligent; 

(e) is absent without leave from any parade 
or place of work which he knows, he 
should attend; 

(f) is indecent in act or gesture; 

(g) uses personal violence to an officer or 
member of the detention quarters staff 
or to a man under sentence; 

(hi swears, curses or uses any abusive, inso¬ 
lent, threatening or other improper lan¬ 
guage; 

(j) communicates wth another prisoner or 
person under sentence without proper 
authority; 

(k) sings, whistles or creates any unneces¬ 
sary noise or d'sturbance or gives anv 
unnecessary trouble; 

(l) leaves his room or place of work or 
other appointed place without proper 
permission; 

(m) in any way wilfully disfigures or dama¬ 
ges any part of naval detention quarters 
or any art'cle in his possession or to 
which he may have access; 

Tn) has in h ; s room or possession any arti¬ 
cles nrohibited under regulations 41, 65 
of these regulations; 

(p) commits any nuisance; 
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(q) gives or receives from any person any 
unauthorised article; 

(r) is inattentive during instruction, exercise 
or drdl; 

(s) escapes from detention quarters; 

(t) fails to comply with any conditions 
attacning tu parole or to return to deten¬ 
tion quarters on the terminal on of such 
parole; 

(u) makes repeated or groundless complaints; 

(v) offends in any other way against good 

order and discipline; 

(w) attempts to commit any of the offences 
referred to in sub-paragraphs (c) to (g), 
(j), (p), (q) and (s) of these regula¬ 
tions; 

(x) is found with self-inflicted injury; / 

(y) abets any of the foregoing offences. 

26. Procedure of dealing with offences.—The 
Commanding Officer shall investigate all alleged 
offences against naval detention quarters discipline, 
dealing with'such cases as the powers assigned to 
him under these regulations allow, and reportmg 
the oases which he is not competent to deal with, 
to ‘he Flag Officer Commandirig-in-Chief concer¬ 
ned. 


28. Record of punishments awarded!—All pun¬ 
ishments awarded shall be entered in the punish¬ 
ment book shall be examined and signed by the 
monthly visitor on each occasion of his inspection. 

29. Details of punishments. 

(1) Close confinement. 

(a) No person undergoing detention shall be 
placed m close confinement unless he 
has been certified by the Medical Officer 
as fit to undergo that punishment. 

(b) A person undergoing detention in close 
confinement shall be kept on restricted 
diet and shall be deprived of all books 
except religious books. 


(c) Every person undergoing detention in 
close confinement shall be visited at least 
once during the day by the Commanding 
Officer and the Medical Officer and ip 
addition, by a member of the Detention 
quarters staff, who has been detailed to 
do so, at intervals of not more than 3 
hours. 


(d) No person undergoing detention shall be 
kept in close confinement for a period 
exceeding 14 days.

(d) When restricted diet is awarded for more 
than 3 days the scale shall consist of res¬ 
tricted diet a day and the ordinary diet 
f&r persons undergoing detention for al¬ 
ternate and equal periods not exceeding 
3 davs in duration, be fixed by the Com¬ 
manding Officer in consultation with the 
Medical Officer. 

Note.—A person undergoing detention awar¬ 
ded restricted diet for 12 davs would be 
qn restricted di**t for a total, of 6 dav$; 
such d ; et alternating with ordinary diet 
for periods of 1, 2 or ,3 da$s! 
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(e) A person undergoing detention on res¬ 
tricted diet shall be deprived of library 
and educational books and of his bed¬ 
ding. 

(f) A person undergoing detention on res¬ 
tricted diet shall not be given any work 
of labour on the days on which his food 
consists solely of bread and water, but he 
may be permitted to carry out very light 
work in h's room and g ven exercise as 
advised by the Medical Officer. 

(g) No person undergoing detention who has 
been on restricted diet shall be placed on 
the restrticted diet for a fresh offence un¬ 
til an interval has elapsed equal to the 
period of restricted diet already under¬ 
gone, durng which interval he shall rece¬ 
ive the ordinary diet of the person under¬ 
going detention. 

30. Mechanical restraint not to be used as 
punishment.—No person under sentence shall be 
subjected to any form of mechanical restraint as a 
punishment. 

31. Authority for Mechanical Restraint.—(1) A 
person undergoing detention shall be subjected to 
mechanical restraint only by order of the Com¬ 
manding Officer or in his absence by the Executive 
Officer. 

(2) However, in cases of urgent necessity the 
duty naval detention quarters staff may subject a 
person undergoing detention to the authorised 
mechanical restraint and shall report the incident 
to the Commanding Officer without any delay. 

32. Order for Mechanical restraint.—If the Com¬ 
manding uthcer considers that a person under¬ 
going detention ought to be placed under mech¬ 
anical restraint to prevent him from injuring him - 
sen or others, or damaging property or creating a 
disturbance, he may issue a written order that mec¬ 
hanical restraint shall be applied, specifying the 
date and hour when the restraint is to be applied 
and the period, not exceeding 24 hours, during 
which it shall be applied. Immed ately thereafter 
he shall inform the Medical Officer that he has 
made the said order and the terras thereof. 

33. Medical examination prior to mechanical 
restraint.—-{1) On receiving information under the 
preceding regulation the Medical Officer shall exa¬ 
mine the person undergoing detention and inform 
the Commanding Officer if in his opiniou, there is 
any objection on Medical grounds to application 
of the mechanical restraint ordered. 

(2) If the Medical Officer makes any objec¬ 
tions, the Commanding Officer shall revoke or 


modify his order according to the recommendations 
of the Medical Officer. 

34. Duration of mechanical restraint.—No per¬ 
son undergoing detention shall be kept under mech¬ 
anical restraint for more than 24 hours without the 
written authority of the Flag Officer Commanding- 
in-Chief concerned. 

35. Application and removal of mechanical res¬ 
traint.-—-The date and hour at which mechanical 
restraints applied, removed or changed shall be re¬ 
corded in the Commanding Officer’s Journal and 
each case shall be reported to the Annual Visitor. 

36. Authorised Mechanical restraints.-—(1) The 
irons and means of restraints shall be as follows, 
namely :— 

(a) Hand-cuff.—F gure'of eight, swivel or 
curb chain, not to exceed for the pair 
624 grams in weight; and 

Co) Loose canvas restraint jacket.—Made 
of No. 3 sa : l canvas, doubled and quilt¬ 
ed with Dutch twins in squares or about 
four inches. The sleeves are made of 
the same material and laid down inside 
with a piece of leather about (10 ems) 
4” deep at the bottom. Three straps are 
attached to 1 the body of the jacket, each 
31 ems long and one ’nch wide (21 !2 
eras) these are buckled behind with 
three tnned buckles one inch). There 
are also two crutch straps,, each 22 
inches in length (55 ems) and one inch 
(21 \2 eras) wide, which buckle behind 
with two buckles similar to the above. 
These holes of the straps are made 
from kip leather. The jacket is made 
full in front, and 

(2) One or two cells may be allotted as the 
refractory room w’thin the detention quarters. The 
inner side of the cell shall be made soft by the 
use of necessary material in order to prevent pri¬ 
soner or person under sentence from infl cting 
self-injuries. Any such pr'soner or person who is 
violent may be locked up in a refractory room to 
ensure his safety. 

37. Hand Cuffs.—(1) Whenever it is found 
necessary to place the hand-cuffs on a person 
undergoing detention (for any reason except for 
temporary use when such addit’onal security may 
be necessary) an order shall be given in Form 
DQ-5 specifying the date and hour when thev are 
to be put on, and whether they are to be placed 
w ; th the hands in front of the body or behind the 
back. 

(2) The member of naval detent 1 "on quarters 
staff carrying out the order shall state m the pro¬ 
per place on the form, how the order was carried 
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out, and the date and hour of removal or change 
of position of the hand cuffs. 

(3) If on account of the peculiar violence ot 
the person undergoing detention it is necessary 
that hand cuffs should be placed beh'nd the back, 
they shall be removed to the front at meal times 
and bed times, pnd replaced after meals and on 
getting up, 

(4) The means of restraint as aforesaid shall be 
psed wpek the recommendation of the Medical 
Olhcefotcrid it shall be so stated on the order and 
that officer shall state his concurrence as to the 
mode and time of restraint being in accordance 
\vith his opinion of the necessity of the case. 

38. Loose canvas restraint jacket.—(1) The 
loose canvas restraint jacket may be used when 
restraint is necessary to prevent a person under¬ 
going detention who is suffer.ng from a mental 
affliction from injuring himself. 

(2) Use of loose canvas restraint jacket shall 
only be fesorted to on medical grounds and on the 
advice of the Medical Officer, who shall immedi¬ 
ately inform the Commanding Officer in writing, 
and the Commanding Officer shall forthwith report 
the fact to the Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chief 
concerned. 

39. Visit by Medical Officer,—(1) The Medi¬ 
cal Officer shall visit the patient while under 
restraint, at least once every 24 hours and as 
much often as may be required. 

(2) Tip Med : cal Officer shall also enter in his 
journal the day and hour when the restraint was 
appl ed> the day add hour when it was linally dis¬ 
continued and the reason for its employment' .The 
restraint shall not be continued longer than neces¬ 
sary', and never for more than 24 hours consecu¬ 
tively. 

(3) U after that period the Med'cal Officer 
deems it necessary again to advise the use of the 
restra'nt jacket, one hour at least must elapse it is 
re-apphed, and he must enter the fact in his jour¬ 
nal and continue his visits as mentioned in sub- 
regulatiom 0) and (2) above, and the same 
reports shall be made as on first occasion. 

(4) When tfae restraint is discontinued the 
Medical Officer shall inform the Commanding 
Officer thereof in writing. 

CHAPTER VI 

EMPLOYMENT AND TREATMENT OF 
PERSONS UNDERGOING DETENTION 

40. Un'forms.—(1) Persons undergoing deten¬ 
tion are to wear the uniform of their rank without 
belt and cap badge. 


(2) Persons undergoing detention shall not be 
allowed to wear buckles with white!greenish khaki 
shorts. 

(3) Persons undergoing detentions are to keep 
their clothes in good repair and are to wash them 
regularly. 

41. Beddings.—(1) A person undergoing de¬ 
tention shall, until he has earned 112 stage marks, 
sleep w'lhout bedding unless the Medical Officer 
orders otherwise, but he shall not be deprived of 
bedding for the rest of his sentence, except as a 
punishment. 

(2) Whenever a: person undergoing detention 
is ordered to be deprived of his bedding, be shall 
sleep on the plank bed provided. 

42. Withdrawal of razors and knives from a 
person undergoing Detention.—Persons under¬ 
going detention shall not be allowed to keep razor, 
kn'fe, fork or other articles, with them. 

43. Cleafiliness and cleanxhip duties.—Persons 
undergoing detention shall be required to maintain 
personal cleanliness and decency and they shall 
obey such regulations as regards washing, bath¬ 
ing, hair cutting and shaving as may.be establish¬ 
ed with a view to the proper maintenance of health 
and cleanliness, 

4-1. Smok'ng by persons undergoing deten¬ 
tion.—No person undergoing detention shall 
smoke or have a lighter or any asked light for the 
purpose of lighting tobacco or cigarettes. 

45. Radons for persons undergoing deten¬ 
tion.—-(1) The food provided for persons under¬ 
going detention shall be of nutritional value 
adequate for health and strength and of wholesome 
quality, well prepared and served, and reasonably 
varied. 

( 2) The scale of ration shall be the same as for 
the sailors d>f the Navy. 

46. Comjplamts regarding food.—(1) The 
Commanding Officer and members of the staff 
shall endeavour to ensure that every person under¬ 
gone detention receives the food to which he is 
entitled. 

(2) A person undergoing detention may com¬ 
plain 'f he believes that he is not getting the food 
to wh'ch he is entitled and his complaint shall be 
investigated. 

47. Visits by relatives and friends.—A perSon 
undergoing detention may receive visits from his 
gelations and friends at the d ; scretion of the Com¬ 
manding Officer, at proper rime and proper res¬ 
trictions, and in accordance with these regulations. 
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48. Rules for vishs,-—(1) A person undergoing 
detention shall be allowed a visit if he is entitled 
for the same as laid down in Chapter VII. 

(2) Any visit allowed under sub-regulation 

(l) shall be within the sight and hearing of the 
Commanding Officer, Executive Officer or a mem¬ 
ber of the Staff unless the Commanding Officer 
directs otherwise. 

49. Identity of the visitors.—No person shall 
be admitted to visit a person undergoing detention 
until he has given his name, address and relaticm- 
sliip to, or connection with the person. These 
particulars shall be duly recorded. 


but in that case he shall give the man an opportu¬ 
nity of writing in its place another letter which 
does not contain the material to which the Com¬ 
manding Officer objects. 

(4) If any letter contains a complaint relating 
to the naval detention quarters, of the treatment 
of a person undergoing detention, the Command¬ 
ing Officer shall cause the complaint to be investi¬ 
gated and the person informed of his rights in the 
matter. 

(5) If the letter is withheld the reasons shall 
b_ recorded in the Commanding Officer’s journal. 


50. Admission of visitors.—(1) If the Com¬ 
manding Officer or a member of the Staff suspects 
that a male visitor is attempting to bring into or 
take out of naval detention quarters any unautho¬ 
rised articles, the visitor may be refused admit¬ 
tance unless he consents to be searched, or if he's 
already in the naval detention quarters his visit 
may be terminated forthwith. 


53. Parcels.—11) A parcel addressed to a person under- 
swine detention shall be opened and examined by, or under 
the authority of the Commanding Officer in the presence of 
tin- person to whom it is addressed. 

(2) Any article which the person undergoing detention is 
not authorised to receive shall be retained in safe keeping by 
the Commanding Officer and shall be handed to him on 
release except in the case of perishable articles, which may be 
disposed oil in accordance with the directions of the Com¬ 
manding Officer, hy returning them to the sender or other¬ 
wise. 


(2) A visitor shall not be searched in the pre¬ 
sence of any person undergoing detention or of 
another visitor. 

(3) The Commanding Officer may deny adrnis- 
s : on to or order the removal of airy visitor if it 
appears to him expedient to do so. 

(4) Particulars of any action taken under these 
regulations shall be recorded in the Commanding 
Officer’s journal. 

51. Letters.—(1) A person undergoing deten¬ 
tion shall be allowed to write : 


(3) A person undergoing detention shall be allowed to 
receive only such articles as the Commanding Officer thinks 
Jit. 

5 4. Daily loutine,—(1) The daily routine for tile persons 
Undergoing detention laid down in Appendix shall be carried 
out. 

(2) The Commanding Officer may introduce such, changes 
in the routine laid down in Appendix as may be considered 
necessary by him reporting the same in writing to the Annual 
Visitor. 

,(3) The Monthly Visitor and Board of Visitors may also 
recommend such changes in the aforesaid daily routine and 
the same may be implemented on the orders of the Annual 
Visitor, 


(a) one letter on admission to naval deten¬ 
tion quarters; 

(b) one letter in every week following the 
week in which he was admitted; and 

(c) additional letters in accordance with the 
regulations relating to stage privileges. 

(2) A person undergoing detention may receive 
any number of letters. 

52. Censorship.—(1) The Commanding Offi¬ 
cer or any officer deputed by him may scrutinise 
letters written by or addressed to persons under¬ 
going detention. 

(2) The Command'ng Officer may withhold 
from a person undergoing detention the whole or 
any part of a letter addressed to the person, but 
he shall communicate to the person any part of 
the letter which is unobjectionable. 

(3) The Commanding Officer may withhold a 
letter written by a person undergoing detention. 


55. Employment of persons undergoing detention.—(1 1 
Persons undergoing detention shall bo given such training 
and treatment with a view to improve their discipline and 
morale .and to deter them from further misconduct. 

(2) In order to achieve the end mentioned in sub-rcgula- 
tion (1) above the employment of the persons undergoing 
detention shall be based on a progressive programme of drills, 
exercise, training and occupniicined task. 

(3) No person undergoing detention shall bo so employed 
for more than 10 hours u day, exclusive of meal times. 

(4) The occupntioned tasks shall not exceed 6-112 hours 
on week days and no task shall be issued on Sunday. 

(5) The occupational tasks shall be for the benefit of the 
public service and no person undergoing detention shall be 
employed directly or indirectly on any work for the private 
benefit or advantage of any person. 

56, Persons undergoing detention excused from drills, 
exercises, training and tasks,—Nothing in these regulations 
shall require n person undergoing detention to be engaged 
on drills, exercise, training or a task of labour at any time 
when ; 

(a) he is in close confinement ; 

<b) his diet consists solely of bread and water ; 

(,c) he is excused on the advice of Medical Officer : 

<d) he is excused by the Commanding Officer ; or 

(.e) he is properly engaged on some other authorised 
activity. 
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(c) be tallowed to write a letter on attaining this atari 
and again on obtaining 336 marks. 


57. Medical fitness.—No person undergoing detention shall 
be reqtaired to uhdertake any drill, exercise, training or occu¬ 
pational task until he has been certified by fiio Medical Officer 
as fit to undertake these types of drill, exercise, training or 
task. 

58. Sundays and public holidays.—On Sunday and other 
public holidays, a person undergoing detention shall not en¬ 
gaged in any work of the naval detention quarters, training 
and exercise on such days shall be limited to marching exer¬ 
cise not excepting One hour a day. 

CHAPTER VII 

STAGE PRIVILEGES AND REMISSION Of*' SENTENCE 

59. Slagc.—(1) There shall be four stages and every 
person undergoing detention shall pass through so much of 
them as the term of his sentence admits, 

(2) The promotion of a person undergoing detention from 
a lower to a higher stage shall be gained by industry, good 
conduct, and attention to his drill and instructions, but it 
may be postponed for idleness or misconduct, or he may be 
removed to a lower stage or he may forlieit any of the privi¬ 
leges of his stage. 

13) A daily record of the industry of every person under¬ 
going detention shall bo kept in marks, the award of which 
shall be carefully supervised by the Commanding Oilicer and 
the person shall as a condition of becoming eligible for 
remission or promotion to a higher stage, earn the number 
of marks assigned. 

f4) A pei son undergoing detention shall be able to earn 
on each week day 8. 7 or 6 marks according to the degree of 
his industry. On Sundays he shall be. awarded marks at the 
pate of his average daily earning .during the previous week, 
committing anv fraction. Hence a man who has not earned 
marks during the week shall not receive marks on Sunday. 

(5) A person undergoing detention, who is ,«ot at _wotk 
wjietner by reason of being under punishment or sick, is not 
entitled to receive stage marks, 

(6) Majks for stage purposes shall not be given to person 
undergoing detention for the period elapsing between the 
date of sentence and the date of admission to naval dc-cn- 
tion quarters. 

(7) Persons undergoing detention shall commence in thp 
1st stage and shall remain in the stage until he has earned 
224 markl in the second stage Until he has earned 224 more 
marks or 4*18 in the whole in the 3rd stage until he has 
earned 224 marks or 672 in the whole, In the fourth stage 
during the icmaindcr of his sentence. 

60. First Stage.—A person undergoing detention in ihe 1st 
stage shall 

(a) be employed not more than 10 hours daily on hard 
manual work ; 

(b) sleep without bedding until he has earned 112 maiks. 
but in cold weather, if considered necesuiry be may 
be issued with blanket ; 

f C ) perform 1-1/2 hours physical training daily except 
on Sundays and on Saturdays one hour only. 

(d) have marching exercise on Sundays ; 

(e) be allowed to write an additional letter on obtaining 
112 marks. 

61. Second Stage.—A person undergoing detention in the 
second stag© shall 

(a) be employed not more than 10 hours daily on hard 
bodily or hard manual work including; school instruc¬ 
tions ; 

(b) perform one hour physical training daily except on 
. Sundays. 

(c) receive school instructions 2 hours a week ; 

(d) have marching exercise on Sundays ; 


62. Thud Stage.—A person undergoing detention in the 
3rd stage shall ;— 

(o) be employed not more than 9 hours daily on hard 
bodily on hard manual work including school instrac- 
tionls ; 

(b) porform 1 hour physical training daily except 
Sundays ; 

(c) receive school instructions 3 hours.a week ; 

(d) have marching exercise on Sundays ; 

Ce) be allowed to write a letter on attaining this stage 
‘ and 1 Oil obtaining 560 marks will be allowed cither 
f to write letter or receive a visit for 20 minutes. 

63. Fourth Stage.—(1) A person undergoing detention in 
the 4th stage shall 

fa) be employed not more than 9 boms on hard bodily 
or hard manual work including school instructions ; 

(b) perform 1 hour physical training daily except on 
Sundays and to he employed on associated labour 
during the hours allotted to drill and instructions, 
exedpt as provided for in clause (f) ; 

fc) receive school instructions 5 hours a week ; 

(di have marching exercise on Sundays : 

(e) Write a letter and receive a visit of 30 minutes on 
attaining this stage and have similar privileges for 
encH-112 marks earned in this stage. 

(f) he employed at Commanding Officer’s discretion on 
the general work of the detention quarters except 
■luring the last fomight of his detention. During 
the last fortnight of a 4th,stage, man's detention ho 
shall carry out the ordinary drills and exercise. 

(2) 4th sttage person shall, howevre, perform one week’s 
drill and exercise for every 90 dafs in that stage, and 1 also 
during the whole of the last fortnight of their sentence. 

(3) It '-hall be distinctly understood that a person under¬ 
going detention who has previously served sentence of deten¬ 
tion, unless b’ s conduct is most satisfactory, shall perform 
the whole of his labour (except drill and instructions) in 
strict separation and shall not bo eligible for employment 
In the general work of the naval detention quarters. 

64. Rules for emission of sentence.—(1) A person sen¬ 
tenced tO detention whether by one sentence or by cumulative 
sentence for a term exceding 27 days, shall be eligible, by 
special industry and good conduct to earn a remission of a 
portion of his detention not exceeding 1/6 of the whole 
period, provided that such remission shall not reduce the 
period of detention to be served to less than 24 days. 

(2) On discharge from the naval detention quarters the 
number of dpvs remission the person undergoing detention 
has earned fwh ; ch number shall not include the dav of his 
discharge) shall be noted by the Commanding Officer on 
the report of conduct for the information of the Commanding 
Officer of tlit ship or establishment to which the person is 
sent. 

(3) The earliest possible date of discharge is the dav after 
the required number of marks have been earned, except as 
provided in regulation 21. 

(4) The mprks earned by a person undergoing detention 
for stage purposes shall be counted towards remission, but for 
any reason other than those mentioned in sub-reaulaton f6) 
no marks are awarded for stage purposes on any particular 
dav, he shall be allowed 6 remission marks for that day 
unless he is specially deprived of them under regulation 38. 

65) The number of marks required to enfide a man to the 
remission of the remainder of his sentence of detention 
shall be ascertained bv deducting front the maximum number 
of marks obtainable Tor the whole Period of sentence 1 1f- of 
that number ignoring remainder. This number, together with 
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the corresponding date (the earliest pos'siiblo date of dis¬ 
charge) shall be entered on the marks and employment 
register, which will also show the date of expiration of 
sentence and the maximum number of marks obtainable. 
The person undergoing detention may be cl edited for the 
prospective day of his discharge and where applicable under 
regulation 21 for previous days with average daily number 
of marks which he has already earned, 

(6) The marks and employment register-of each person 
undergoing detention eligible for remission shall be examined 
seven day® before the earliest possible date of discharge, and 
if, since tho date of commencement of his sentence, he 
has been prevented from earning marks for any period or 
periods, by delay in being sent to detention or bv being 
iransierred from one detention establishment to another, or 
by sickness not being the result of his own fault or care¬ 
lessness, he shall be given additional marks at the Command¬ 
ing Officer’s discretion, after taking into consideration his 
conduct whilst under detention. 

(7) Marks and employment register of persons undergoing 
detention shall invariably be sent with them on their trans¬ 
fer from one naval detention quarters to another. 

(8) The Commanding Officer shall give constant attention 
to the progressive stago system and shall exercise a constant 
check on the award and registration of marks gained and 
forfeited. 

(9) Marks shall be awarded daily and be proportion to the 
behaviour and industry of the person undergoing detention as 
shown by the amount of work done, taking into accotmt his 
capability, but any failure to obtain the full number pf 
marks shall be reported to the Commanding Officer, who alone 
is authorised to deprive the person of marks. 

(10) When the punishment awarded to a person under¬ 
going detention for an offence against the discipline of naval 
detention quarters involves the deprivation of any stage 
privileges, the member of the staff whose duty is to carry 
out the sentence will be furnished with the n.irticulnrs of 
it, and ho should be required t 0 certify that the award has 
been duly carried into effect on the form on which the punish¬ 
ment awarded is recorded, 

chapter, vur 

ADMISSION OF VISITORS AND OTHERS TO AND 
OFFENCE RELATING TO NAVAT. DETENTION 
QUARTERS 

65. Application of certain provisions of the Prison Aci, 
1894.-—Sections 40 to 44 of the. Prison Act, 1894 (9 of 1894), 
shall apply in relation to naval detention quarters and to 
persons under detention therein. 

66. Unauthorised introduction of other articles.—No nerson 
shall without lawful authority, convey or attempt to convey 
or cause to be conveyed any letter o r any other thing into or 
out of naval detention Quarters or to anv person under deten¬ 
tion, or place it anywhere outside naval detention quarters 
w'ith intent that it shall come into the possession of any 
person undergoing detention. 

67. Admission of Visitors and Others to naval detention 
quarters.—.(1) No unauthorised person shall enter naval 
detention auartors or make anv sketch or take anv photo- 
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and no such person shall remain* after being asked to leave 
bv the Command'ng Officer or -my person acting under the 
authority of Commanding Officer. 

(2) Tn deciding whether to grant or errant subject to condi¬ 
tion or refuse permission to enter naval detention Quarters, 
the Commanding Officer shall have re sard to the orders of 
anv court of competent jurisdiction, the provisions of these 
regulations and the directions or instructions of higher 
authority, 

68. Conditions of admission.—The Commandin'? Officer 
mav grant permission to anv nerson to enter navr.l detention 
quarters snhiect to anv enndhion and without prejudice to 
the generality of the foregoing provisions, he mav make it 


a condition of granting permission to any person to enter 
or do anything within naval detention quarters, that such 
a person agrees to be examined and sea-ched if requested. 

69. Removal pf visitors and others.—The Commanding 
Officer may order the removal from naval detention quarters 
of any person who, without authority, enters naval detention 
quarters, or makes any sketch or takes any photograph there¬ 
in, or refuses to be examined or searched or fails to comply 
with anv r.—uu,v, n imposed by the Commanding Officer under 
these regulations. 

CHAPTER IX 

CONDUCT AND POWERS OF STAFF 

70. Conduct.— (1) Each member of the staff shall see that 
ihe naval detention quarters regulations and such orders as 
muy be given to him by his superior officers, from time to 
time, arc duly observed by persons imedr.going detention 
under his charge. 

(2) No member of staff shall unnecessarily converse with 
any person undergoing detention nor allow any familiarity on 
the part of such person towards himself or any other member 
of the staff nor shall he on any account speak .of his duties 
nr of any matters of discipline within the hearing of persons 
undergoing detention. 

t3) No member of the staff shall at any time receive 
money, fee. or gratuity of any kind,for admission .of any 
visitors to the naval detention quarttrs or to persons under¬ 
going detention or from or on behalf of any such persons, on 
any pretext whatsoever. 

(4) No member of the staff shall :— 

fa) have any precuninry dealing whatsoever with any 
person undergoing detehtion ; 

(b) employ any such person on his private account : 

fc) correspond with or hold any intercourse with or, 
hold any intercourse with the friends or relatives of 
such per on unless expressively authorised by the 
Commanding Officer in that behalf ; 

(d) make any authorised communication concerning 
the naval, detention quarters or such person to any 
person whatsoever and 

fe) not without authority, communicate to either re'KFc 
or the press any informaion derived froth official 
sources or. connected with his duty or tht naval 
detention quarters. 

|5) The members of the staff shall strive to acquire a 
moral influence over the persons undergoing detention by 
performing their duties conscientiously but without hardness, 
they shall by the manner in which they carry out the duties 
be an example to such person. 

(6) Offences committed by staff shall bo dealt with in 
accordance with the Act and the regulaions made thereundev 
for the Indian Navy. 

71. Powers of staff.—(1) The officer or senior regulating 
sailor on duty n charge of persons undergoing detention may 
lock up in the vacant cell or refractory room, any person 
undergoing detention who mav be violent, o>- who mav disobey 
Ivs authority making an immediate report thereof to the 
Execuive fOommanding Officer, in order that he may without 
delay tnke such steps as may be necessary, 

(2) Members of the staff on duty fnaty be employed to 

search visitors <0 persons undergoing detention as ordej d. v 
the Commanding Officer or as the case may be Executive 
Officer; nrvided that female visitors shall be searched by 
female only. 

(3) Members of the naval detention quarters staff shall be 
authorised, in the execution of their duties, to give lawful 
orders to the person undergoing detenion and ihe disobe¬ 
dience of such orders bv the persons undergoing detention 
shall consitute an offence against the naval detention quarters 
discipline. 
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(4) Member of the naval detention quarters stall shall be 
authorised, in execution of their duties, to take such action 
as may be appropriate and atuhorised by the Act, these 
regulations and other regulations made for the Indian Navy 
and any oher order or instruction that may be issued by 
Executive Officer or Commanding Officer against any person 
undergoing detention whose behaviour or conduct is contrmy 
to the provisions of these regulations, 

CHAPTER X 

INSTRUCTIONS FOR INVESTIGATING INTO 
OFFENCE AGAINST NAVAL DETENTION 
QUARTERS DISCIPLINE 

72. Persons not subject to Naval law.—(1) Any 
person not subject to the Act who commits an offence 
against these regulations in presence of any member 
of the staff, may be arrested and detained by such 
member of the staff, informing the Commanding 
Officer or as the case may be the Executive Officer 
without any delay. 

(2) If the Commanding Officer is satisfied that 
an offence has been committed as aforesaid, he shall 
direct that such person be handed over to the nearest 
police station. 

(3) The Officer-in-C'harge of the police station to 
whom the offence is reported, shall re-arrest the said 
person as if the offence had been committed in his 
presence. 

73. Person subject to Naval law and men under 
sentence.—Persons not borne on the booksof naval 
detention quarters: 

(1) If any person subject to Naval law and not 
borne on the books of the naval detention quarters 
commits an offence against these regulations, he shall 
forthwith be reported to his .Commanding Officer 
for being proceeded within accordance with the 
Act and regulations made thereunder. 

(2) If any member of the staff commits any offence 
.against these regulations, the following action shall 
be taken:— 

(i) HC shall not be employed on duties in the 
naval detention quarters during the pendency of 
disciplinary proceedings against him. 

(ii) Disciplinary proceedings shall be instituted 
against him in the normal service manner and he be 
dealt with in accordance with the Act and Regulations 
made thereunder. 

(iii) If found guilty of an offence against these 
regulations, he shall not be employed as member 
of the staff of naval detention quarters during the 
remaining period of service in the Indian Navy. 

(3) If a person undergoing detention commits 
any offence against the naval detention quarters 
discipline as laid down in regulation 26 disciplinary 


proceedings shall be instituted against him in normal 
service manner and custom. 

(b) The alleged offence shall first be reported to 
and investigated by the officer in immediate charge 
of men under sentence, before the same is referred 
to the Executive Officer. 

(c) The Commanding Officer shall investigate 
all alleged offences against naval detention quarters 
discipline committed by persons undergoing deten¬ 
tion, dealing with such cases and the powers assigned 
to him allow. 

(d) if any person undergoing detention is charged 
with an offence which in the opinion of the Comman¬ 
ding Officer merits punishment beyond his powers 
under these regulations, he shall without loss of time 
report the same to the Monthly Visitor, Who shall 
deal with the case as the powers assigned to him 
under these regulations. 

(c) If the offences committed by persons under¬ 
going detent on are serious or repeated for which 
the punishment the Commanding Officer and the 
Monthly Visitors are authorised to award is deemed 
insufficient to meet the ends of justice, the Comman¬ 
ding Officer, shall try such persons, in exercise of the 
powers vested in him under the Act and the Navy 
(Discipline e|nd Miscellaneous Provisions) Regula¬ 
tions, 1965. 

Note: (1) For the purpose of the sub-regulations 
(3) (c), the 'summary punishment in the summary 
court that are not applicable to the person undergoing 
detention,such as punishment No. 11 (extra work 
and drill) punishment No. 12 (stoppage of leave), 
etc. shall not be awarded to the persons undergoing 
detention. 

(2) Wheii a trial by court-martial is Contemplated, 
the Commanding Officer, naval detention quarters 
shall prepafe the necessary papers for transmission 
to the convening authority. 

CHAPTER XT 

SELECTION OF INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF 
AND TASK FOR OFFENSERS 

74. Instructional staff,—A list of instructor staff 
shall be maintained at the CABS and their normal 
tenure of service at the naval detention quarters shall 
not exceed 3 years. 

75. Duties and responsibilities of instructional 
staff.—The instructional staff shall : 

(a) conform to these regulations in their conduct; 

(b) act as the divisional petty officers; 
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(c) instruct the persons undergoing detention on 
professional subject as arranged by the Executive 
Officer; 

(d) Supervise persons undergoing detention at 
their industrial or handicraft work to ensure maxi¬ 
mum productivity; 

(e) develop personal knowledge of the persons 
undergoing detention in order to reform them, and 

(f) assist the Education Officer in promoting 
literary and welfare activities in the naval detention 
quarters. 

76 . Task for persons undergoing detention.—In 
assigning tasks to the persons undergoing detention 
stress shall be laid on the following namely; 

(a) The work must be productive and useful in keeping 
the persons undergoing detention in touch with 
their profession ; 

(b) The items produced should be of use or profitable to 
service ; 

(c) persons undergoing short period of sentence of detention 
shall he assigned a task already learnt by them or which 
they can easily pick up ; 

(d) persons under long period of sentence of detention may 
be trained in productive work or industry. 

77. Suggested task for persons undergoing detention—The 
following are the suggested tasks, namely:— 

(a) vegetable gardening; 

(b) newar making; 

(c) packing cases manufacturing; 

(d) book binding; 

(e) basket making; 

(f) carpentry; 

(g) black smithy; 

(h) making of small awnings of canvas; 

(j) ammunition canvas bag; 

(k) making of mail bags; 

(i) bag covers, kit bags and soap bags of canvas; 

(m) rope and wire slings; and 

(n) tailoring. 

78. Setting up of workshops,—For the purpose of assigning 
various tasks to the persons undergoing detention, necessary 
workshop facilities may be set up within the naval detention 
quarters area. 

74. Procedure for sanction.—(a) In order to assess the buil¬ 
ding and material requirements to set up the desired industrial 
units or workshop and to study the necessity and utility 
of such units a commiitec of experts composed as follows 
shall be set up by the Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chiefj 
namely :— 

(a) Engineer officer of the rank of Captain -President. 

(b) Executive Officer of naval detention quarts -Secretary, 
(cl One officer of the rank of Commander from the Executive 
Branch. 


(d) Representative of Dockyard (Construction department) 

(2) The recommendations made by the expert committee 
with any additions or alterations that may be made by the 
Annual Visitor shall be submitted to the Chief of the Naval 
Staff for obtaining Government sanction. 

80. Manufacturing of articles for use in the Indian Navy.-— 

(1) The Commanding Officer naval detention quarters shall 
ascertain spacific r equirements for items from the Controller 
of Material planning. Naval Dockyard, Mumbai. 

(2) On receipt of Ltnn requirements from the Controller 
of Materiel Planning, Naval Dockyard, Mumbai, the Com¬ 
manding Officer, naval detention quarters shall place demand 
for supply of necessary material from the Controller of Mat¬ 
erial Planning, Naval Dockyard, Mumbai, such as canvas, 
thread, ropes, wires etc. 

(3) Tf the persons undergoing detention manufacture 
items which are specifically required by the Indian Navy, their 
services shall thus be put to more fruitful effort and if nece¬ 
ssary, the specification for manufacture of the various articles 
shall be supplied by the representative of the DPI (N) at 
Mumbai, on request, 

(4) The finished articles shall be returned to the Control¬ 
ler of Material Planning, Naval Dockyard, Mumbai, who 
will in turn have these items taken on charge by the Contro¬ 
ller of Warehousing, Naval Store Depot, in his ledgers. 

(5) The value of the items shall be furnished by the Con¬ 
troller of Material Planning, Naval Dockyard, on request 
which will enable the Commanding Officer Naval detention 
quarters to maintain statistics of records in respect of tasks 
carried out by persons undergoing detention. 

81. Articles not required for use in the Indian Navy. —(terns 
manufactured or produced in naval detention quarters but not 
required for use in the Indian Navy, may bo locally dlsposod 
off under the instructions of the Flag Officer Commanding- 
in-Chief and the money so realised shall be shown on the naval 
detention quarters Industrial Accounts to be maintained by 
the Commanding Officer. 

. 82. Procurement of raw material--The Flag Officer Com- 
manding-in-Chief may authorise the expenditure, from the 
training grant available at his disposal, for the procurement of 
tools and raw materials for use in the industrial units or work, 
shops in naval detention quarters for vocational training of 
persons under detention. 

83. Maintenance of industrial units,—The man power 
and machineries required for the maintenance of industrial 
units and workshops sanctioned under these regulations shall 
form part of the Government sanction. 

CHAPTER—XII 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

84. Deaths.— (. I) If ff person undergoing deten¬ 
tion dies in naval detention quarters, the Command^ 
ing Officer shall take necessary action in accordance 
with Chapter 29, Regulations- for the Navy, Part I. 

(2) Any reports rendered by the, Commanding 
Officer under sub-regulation (1) are to be routed 
through the Annual Visitor. 

85. Escapes — If a person undergoing detention 
is escaped, the Commanding Officer shall, without 
any delay ; 
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(a) obtain copies of photographs of such per¬ 
son from the Naval Provost Marshal (Wes¬ 
tern Naval Command), Mumbai . 

(b) issue warrant with photograph for arrest of 
such person to the following authorities : 

(i) the Commodore Bureau of Sailors, 

Bombay ; 

(ii) the Naval Provi-st Marshal of the sta¬ 
tion ; 

(iii) the Civil Police Authorities of the sta¬ 
tion . 

(iv) the Civil Police of the native place Of 
such person ; 

(v) the Civil Police Authorities of any place 
which such person is likely to visit. 

Provided that if there is any delay in obtaining the 
photographs of such person the wairam for arrest 
shall be issued without delay and photographs 1 des¬ 
patched as soon as available. 

86 Escapes recovered.—(1) Received escape 
shall be sent to naval detention quarters to undergo 
the unexpired portion trf hist sentence. 

(2) The Commanding Officer shall institute dia- 
ciplinary proceedings against the recovered escapee 
in accordance with these regulations.'other regula¬ 
tions made under the Aot. 

87, Further sentence.— (1) If a sentence of deten¬ 
tion Is awarded to » person undergoing detention, the 
authority awarding such sentence sha 7 l dedde whe¬ 
ther the sentences are to run concurrently or conse¬ 
cutively under the provisions of section: 152 of the 
Act. 

(2) In amplification of section 152 of the Act, 
it a person undergoing detention is awarded a sen¬ 
tence of imprisonment to run concurrently with the 


sentence of detention, already enforced on hhn he 
shall be committed to a civil prison to undergo the 
sentence of imprisonment awarded. 

(3) The committal order for the purpose afore¬ 
said in sub-regulation (2) shall be issued in accor¬ 
dance with sub-section (3)/'section 153 of the Act. 

88. Pet animals etc.-—(1) Pet animals mid birds 
shall not be kept in the detention quarters. 

(2) No poultry, rabbits or sheep, shall bo kept 
within the premises of the naval detention quartern. 

89. Sailors under coll puniflrtitent.—Sailors sen¬ 
tenced to Cells (No. 8 punishment) summarily in 
accordance with regulations 55 to 57 of the Regula¬ 
tion for the Navy 1965, Part II may be sent to naval 
detention quarters to undergo the sentence awarded, 
if facilities for the execution of stieh a sentence are 
not available on board. 

90. Execution of cell sentence.—(1) Sailors sen¬ 
tenced to cells and committed to the naval detention 
quarters to urldergo the sentence shall be borne on 
the books of the naval detention quarters on tempo¬ 
rary basts and shall be discharged to their parent 
ships on completion of the sentence. 

(2) The routine prescribed under regulation 57 to 
be followed 

91. Discipline of sailors under cell sentence.— 
(1) The provisions of these regulations shall apply 
to sailors undergoing cell sentence in so far as they 
arc in consonance with regulations 54 and 57 of 
these regulations. 

(2) Offences committed by sailors whilst under¬ 
going cell sentence shall be dealt with under the 
provisions of other regulations for the Indian Navy 
and the Act.
